Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. Claims 16,18,19,21, and 22 are allowed.

Regarding claim 16, Prior art does not teach the camera device captures external 
light through said projection optical system and the camera shake correction unit 
performs correction of the camera shake so that projecting positions of the laser lights 
of the three colors are not deviated when the video is projected and said camera shake 
detection unit detects the camera shake amount by detecting movement of a video at 
four corners of an image that is captured by said camera device.
